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1 . Claims 1 through 42 are pending. Applicant's claim to priority by provisional 
application 60/544,970 filed February 12, 2004 is acknowledged. Applicant's arguments 
and amendments filed February 27, 2009 have been entered and carefully considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. With regard to the prior rejection of claims 10, 1 1 , 26 and 27 under the first 
paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, Applicant has amended claims 1 0 and 1 1 to exclude cyano 
as an option for functional group Z and has amended claims 26 and 27 to exclude 
hydroxyl and amino as options for functional group R 1 . Therefore, the rejection of 
claims 10, 1 1 , 26 and 27 as lacking enablement is hereby withdrawn. 

3. The claimed invention is neither anticipated by, nor obvious over, the prior art.
